The city that o ccupied this site has lo ng 
since v anished, o f co urse. 
So hav e the deer,

y ielded bumper cro ps o f co rn, beans and pump 
kin to the Indians o f 4 0 0 y ears ago are no w 
anda cultiv atio n by white men, and the mil­ 
lio ns o f duck, geese and o ther waterfo wl which 
wintered in that v icinity , and kept the red men’* 
larders co mfo rtably hill, co me no w in sadly 
diminished numbers.

At the c!< -s' of the R egister’s 
editorial on Saturday , it was stated that the 
Register would attem pt to answer this question 1 
in M onday ’s editorial. 
We want to. first, express >ur deep apprecia* j 
lion for men in the cc mmunitv with the char- j 
cter and devotion to the good of the community 
and the welfare of the people a« a whole as Mr. 
j. P. Baum gartner. 
T 
our mind, lie is per­ 
forming an almost incalculab le service to the 
community to set forih his views for the pur- J 
pose of attem pting to throw light on the eco- j 
nomic muddle we are now in and to point out j 
what he feels i* inconsistent in the Register s t 
statcrm ms. 
Xo one who knows Mr B aum gart­ 
ner wmild think for one second that lie is 
b ringing un this question for the purpose of 
j 
try ing to show his superiority over others, or to 
persona’lv nrofit, hut only for th® purpose of 
j 
try ing to clarify our economic thinking. 
So, 
the reader w:Il understand that the exchanging 
of ideas is only with that purpose in mind. 
If j 
Mr Baum gartner w ts forth facts and reasoning 
that convince us that we have taken an unsound 
positi. n. n e are the gainers. 
M r. Baum gartner 
has given of his time and energy to enlighten 
us and the readers of The Register. 
W e think that the confusing part in the 
statement ;s “:f w ere were no customers with 
b uy ing power.” 
He has set up a “ straw ” man 
that cannot exist, as far as all commodities arc 
concerned. 
Certainly there could b e no demand I 
for one commodity . 
But there is alway s a de- ! 
mand for another. 
People, of course, prefer to 
have a demand for what they have learned how ; 
to produce. 
W e are inclined to try to make the , 
customers take what we have. There is so much 
'.'inertia in the most of us that we are slow to ! 
adapt ourselves so as to lie ab le to produce the 
new thing lor which there is alway s a demand. ; 
W e cannot imagine a condition of Society 
where there are no customers with b uy ing pow­ 
er. unless customers have no energy nor ab il­ 
ity whatsoever to produce an y thin g.: 
Every 
w orker, every producer, is a customer w ith b uy ­ 
ing power. 
\Ye only b uy b y producing. 
Xo one 
ever produces any thing, no one ever works or 
produces any more of what he needs of am one 
\ Thing, w ithout the thought of b uy ing something 
V b e he needs with the surplus of what he is pro­ 
ducing. 
^Capital will alway s b e employ ed and b e used 
as long us there are any human b eings who have 
anv w ants; who are willing to do something in 
exchange to satisfy these wants. 
Capital will 
work for very small profits, even for nothing to j 
preserve itself, when capital is ab undant. 
It 
will apropriate for its own reward very large j 
profits when capital is scarce. 
This is as it j 
should 
b e, 
b ecause 
capital, 
if 
it 
is 
scarce, 
should increase. 
If it is ab undant, there should j 
b e little increase and more and more consump­ 
tion. 
W hen capital will not grow, the wealth 
representing it will b e consumed b y its owner. 
This, of course, is an im aginary condition as 
there never will b e. so far as any human mind 
can conceive, any tim e when there will not b e 
wants and people try ing to satisfy these wants. 
W e think that John Stuart Mill has set forth 
as clearly and as concisely as can b e set forth, 
the thought that the m an who saves gives em­ 
ploy ment, and not the spender, when lie say s: 
"Even* addition to capital gives lalior either 
additional employ ment, or additional remuner­ 
ation.” 
H e also said, “ Savings, in short, en­ 
riches and spending impoverishes the commun­ 
ity along w ith the individual; which is b ut say ­ 
ing in other words, that society at large is 
richer b y w hat it expends in maintaining and 
aiding productive lab or, b ut poorer b y what it 
consumes in its enjoy m ents.” 
If the consumer, the spender, is the cause 
• 
of employ ment and the cause of b ettering the 
V e n d i t i o n of the w orking man. then we would 
ask't^H- people who lielieve this to b e true, to 
explain why we need tax the rich to support 
people who are destitute. 
If spending more im­ 
proves the condition of the destitute, why not 
have those who have, consume more, 
so that 
those w ho ha\e not and are destitute will have 
m ore: 
O f course, it is easy to see the incon­ 
sistency and the impossib ility of this, b ut if the 
\ spender does improve the living condition of the 
Ydestitute, then the position of the destitute could 
He improved b v those who have consumed mofv. 
But, this cannot he done and it is for this rea- 
>on that we have taxes to help supply the needs 
of the destitute. 
Taxes simply transfer the 
right of tiiose who have wealth to consume, over 
to the destitute, so that the destitute can con- 
consume it instead of it b eing consumed b y the 
wealthy . 
It is, thus, seen b y the ab ove illustration, that 
the man who b uy s the suit of clothes, is not the
